To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  ending  31st  December, 

1968.  The  layout  follows  the  usual  pattern  and  the  contents  include  all 
items  requested  by  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security . 

On  taking  office  on  September  1st  1968,  my  first  impressions  were 
of  a  progressive  town  with  considerable  confidence  in  itself  and  its 
future o  Evidence  of  this  could  be  seen  in  the  fine  new  central  develop¬ 
ment  which  is  so  striking  to  the  newcomer .  I  was  also  interested  to  find 
such  a  wide  range  of  welfare  services,  both  voluntary  and  statutory,  avail¬ 
able  to  the  people  of  Nelson,  some  having  developed  in  the  days  before  the 
National  Health  Service 0 

On  the  debit  side,  I  must  say  that  I  have  never  seen  so  many  waste 
water  closets l  These  are  gradually  being  replaced  with  the  encouragement 
of  a  grant,  but  it  will  be  the  19805s  before  we  see  the  last  of  these  if 
the  present  rate  of  progress  is  maintained 0 

The  decline  in  the  population  has  been  arrested  this  year  and  the 
number  of  people  living  in  the  town  has  increased  by  770,  and  this  despite 
the  lowest  birth  rate  since  196lo  Infant  mortality  was  also  the  lowest 
since  1961,  and  would  indicate  that  the  maternity  and  allied  services  are 
operating  with  great  efficiency 0 

There  was  full  employment  in  1968  and  I  believe  that  the  year  was  a 
good  one  for  the  people  of  Nelson .  The  town  is  looking  to  the  future  and 
away  from  its  past,  the  environment  is  being  improved,  and  really  there  is 
no  problem  which  is  insoluble  given  the  will  by  all  concerned. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Commit¬ 
tee  for  their  interest  and  support,  and  to  acknowledge  the  work  of  all 
members  of  the  Health  Department,  without  whom  this  report  would  never 
have  been  written.

SOCIAL  AND  INDUSTRIAL  CONDITIONS 


Throughout  1968  there  was  a  continued  gradual  improvement  in  the 
employment  position  in  the  area®  Short-time  working  disappeared  and  the 
unemployment  level  began  to  fall®  Redundancies  became  fewer,  although  by 
the  mid-year  four  firms  had  either  closed  or  were  in  the  process  of  closing® 
Probably  the  most  dramatic  of  these  was  the  closure  of  an  engineering  firm 
which  reduced  engineering  employment  in  the  town  to  almost  nil®  However, 
during  the  second  half  of  the  year  no  impending  closures  were  announced  and 
the  turn  of  the  year  brought  a  state  of  high  industrial  activity® 
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Undoubtedly  the  opening  of  a  factory  during  August  made  a  considerable 
impact  on  the  area0  The  big  demand  for  female  labour  created  a  situation 
where  the  end  of  the  year  showed  a  shortage  of  such  labour  and  unemployment 
among  females  was  very  low  indeed = 

Clerical  employment  for  women  was  also  made  available  by  the  setting-up 
of  a  training  school  for  clerks  in  the  new  ArndaXe  Centre 0 

Employment  for  men  was  not  so  plentiful  as  for  women  but  the  male 
employment  level  also  gradually  fell  during  the  yearo 

There  are  still  possibilities  of  other  firms  coming  into  the  area, 
thus  diversifying  industry  further »  The  outlook  can  therefore  be  said  to  be 

quite  favourable o 


CLIMATOLOGICAL  CONDITIONS 


January 

During  the  first  fortnight  almost  all  the  days  were  cold  and  there  were 
many  cold  nights  also,  especially  during  the  second  weeko  On  the  10th  the  air 
minimum  temperature  dropped  to  15 ol  F0  (almost  1?  of  air  frost)  and  the  grass 
temperature  to  26o0  Fo  (6  ground  frost) 0  In  fact  during  this  fortnight,  air 
frost  was  recorded  10  days  and  ground  frost  on  13?  there  was  some  snow  on  the 
1st  and  4th,  heavy  falls  during  the  early  hours  of  the  9th  with  blizzards  which 
continued  during  the  day,  and  a  further  fall  during  the  afternoon  of  the  10tho 

Temperatures,  both  maximum  and  minimum,  rose  several  degrees  on  the  13th 
and  again  on  the  l4th»  On  the  13th  there  was  a  very  heavy  rainfall  1,37”  being 
measured  and  this  commenced  a  very  wet  period  of  6  days0  On  the  15th  gale  force 
winds  also  occurred 0 

After  this  wet  spell  conditions  improved  considerably,  temperatures  and 
barometric  pressure  remained  high  and  most  days  were  dry  and  mildo 

Total  rainfall  for  the  month  was  5°7^"  against  an  average  of  4o03"  and 
the  bright  sunshine  measured  was  only  l8o3  hours  against  an  average  of  25 o 9  hours, 
making  it  the  wettest  January  since  1965  (6o00M)  and  the  dullest  since  1962  (17<>7 

hours) o 


In  spite  of  the  very  cold  first  two  weeks,  these  were  offset  nicely  by 
the  conditions  which  followed  and  so  gave  mean  temperatures  for  the  month 
above  average,  the  maximum  by  102°F0  and  the  minimum  by  1o0  Fo 

February 

This  was  a  cold,  reasonably  dry  month  and  comparatively  very  sunny o 

There  was  rain  on  the  first  two  days  and  temperatures  were  normal,  but 
the  following  day  both  day  and  night  temperatures  dropped  several  degrees 
and  the  day  temperatures  remained  sub-normal  for  the  next  two  weeks  <,  Snow 
fell  on  the  4th,  5th  and  6th  and  again  on  the  12th0 

During  the  third  week  temperatures  rose  to  around  normal  for  three  days 
(17th,  l8th  and  19th),  but  dropped  again  and  remained  sub-normal  until  month 
endo 


No  measurable  rain  occurred  during  the  last  two  weeks  and  there  were 
many  sunny  days,  of  7o0  hours  or  more  on  three  or  four  occasions 0 

Ground  frost  occurred  every  day  except  the  1st,  and  air  frost  on  all 
but  seven  days  (1st,  2nd,  6th,  12th,  13th,  14th  and  l8th)e  There  was  some 
fog  several  mornings  (7th,  8th,  9th,  20th  and  24th) » 
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'•>  Q 

The  mean  maximum  and  minimum  temperatures  were  both  3  F°s  or  so, 
below  average  making  it  the  coldest  February  since  1963?  there  was 
only  a  little  more  than  half  the  average  precipitation  (snow  and  rain),  but 
the  total  bright  sunshine  was  almost  5 0 %  above  normal,  making  it  the  sun¬ 
niest  February  since  1963° 

March 


The  month  commenced  with  two  quite  cold  days,  but  afterwards  until 
the  22nd  maximum  temperatures  fluctuated*,  From  then  until  month-end, 
with  the  exception  of  the  24th,  a  quite  mild  spell  occurred,  in  fact  on 
the  28th  the  maximum  temperature  in  the  shade  reached  64 0 8  F »  making  it 
the  warmest  March  day  since  29th  March,  1965  (70o0°Fo)o 

There  was  no  measurable  rain  until  the  13th,  but  then  commenced  a 
very  wet  fortnight,  and  on  two  days,  the  19th  and  23rd,  the  amount  of  rain 
measured  was  an  inch  or  over<>  A  dry  period  of  three  days  followed  from  the 
26th~28fh  inclusive,  but  showery  conditions  followed  until  month-end 0 
Altogether  there  were  nineteen  days  with  rain,  giving  a  total  of  5°13 
inches  or  102%  above  average,  and  it  was  the  wettest  March  since  194? 

(6o34n)° 

Several  quite  sunny  days  occurred  but  the  total  for  the  month  was 
rather  less  than  average 0  The  mean  maximum  and  minimum  temperatures  were 
average  0 

Snow  or  sleet  occurred  on  three  days,  fog  on  two,  air  frost  on  six 
and  ground  frost  on  fourteen  days*, 

April 

The  first  week  was  cold  and  wintry  with  subnormal  day  and  night 
temperatures  and  snow  fell  on  three  days,  the  2nd,  4th  and  5th0 

A  change  occurred  on  the  9th,  the  maximum  (day)  temperature  reached 
normal  and  with  two  exceptions,  the  11th  and  13th,  was  above  average  for 
the  rest  of  the  month,  in  fact,  on  some  days  was  from  8  F0  to  12  Fo  above . 
Until  the  middle  of  the  month  the  nights  were  cold  but  during  the  latter 
half  there  were  many  comparatively  warm  nights 0  The  mean  maximum  and 
minimum  temperatures  for  the  month  were  average 0 

There  was  measurable  precipitation  on  seventeen  days,  including  3 
with  snow,  giving  a  monthly  total  of  3°45"  against  an  average  of  2o80",  the 
wettest  since  April  196?  (3°50'®)o  There  were,  however,  many  sunny  days  and 
the  total  bright  sunshine  measured  was  34 o5  hours  more  than  average,  the 
sunniest  April  since  1942  (l8l06  hours) « 

Air  frost  was  recorded  on  ten  days  (2nd~9th,  and  the  11th  and  12th); 
ground  frost  on  twelve  days  (2nd=9th,  and  11th-l4th) ,  and  thunder  was  heard 
on  two  days  (l8th  and  29th) 0 

My  I 

This  was  a  dull,  wet  month,  deficient  in  sunshine  and  cold,  in  fact  it 
was  the  coldest  May  since  our  records  commenced 0 

Until  the  l8th  it  was  quite  wet,  with  one  exception  the  13th,  rain 
fell  every  day  and  the  maximum  daily  temperatures  were  anything  from  4°-l4°F. 
below  normal o  Although  it  was  then  dry  from  the  19th-24th,  it  was  not 
until  the  24th  that  the  maximum  daily  temperature  exceeded  average «  It 
dropped  a  few  degrees  again  the  following  day  when  over  half  an  inch  of  rain 
fell,  but  from  then  until  month  end  it  was  dry  and  reasonably  warm  and  there 
were  10-11  hours  of  bright  sunshine  measured  each  day  from  the  28th  to  31st» 
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The  mean  maximum  temperature  was  almost  6°F0  below  average,  but  would 
have  been  more  so  had  not  the  month  finished  with  several  reasonably  warm 
dayso  Comparatively  the  nights  were  not  so  cold,  the  mean  minimum  temp= 
erature  beJng  less  than  2  F0  below  average,  although  air  frost  was  recorded 
one  night  the  4th  and  ground  frost  on  the  4th,  12th,  19th  and,  22nd  0 

Rainfall  for  the  month  was  almost  double  the  average  and  there  was 
rather  less  than  80#  of  average  bright  sunshine® 

June 

The  warm  days  at  the  end  of  May  continued  into  June  and  apart  from  a 
short  spell,  4th~7th,  the  days  were  warm  until  the  19th,  in  fact  there  were 
five  days  when  the  maximum  temperature  reached  the  lower  seventies 0 

Many  days  were  very  sunny  and  several  recorded  double  figures,  the  best 
being  the  13th  and  l4th  with  15=6  hours  and  15®0  hours  respectively 0 

A  marked  change  occurred  on  the  19th,  temperatures  dropped  and  almost 

rain  fello  This  was  the  beginning  of  a  much  cooler  and  very  wet  spell 
which  lasted  into  July®  There  was  only  one  day  without  rain,  the  29th,  but 
there  was  well  over£"  on  the  19th  and  22nd  and  almost  1jjr?v  on  the  26th 0  The 

total  rainfall  for  the  month  was  4036*'  against  an  average  of  2o87', ,  but  in 

spite  of  that,  there  was  almost  5%  more  than  average  bright  sunshine® 

The  mean  maximum  and  minimum  temperatures  were  rather  higher  than  average® 

July 

The  month  commenced  with  thunderstorms,  very  heavy  rainfall  interspersed 

with  abnormally  large  hailstones  on  the  first  and  second  days®  On  the  1st  the 
total  precipitation  measured  was  2®27'9,  the  wettest  day  since  11th  November, 

1947  (2®5Q")g  and  well  over  ^,s  occurred  on  the  2nd® 

From  then  on  conditions  were  often  unsettled,  although  there  were  no 
days  with  a  significant  rainfall,  it  was  dull  and  there  were  few  really  sunny 

days® 


Temperatures  dropped  considerably  following  the  thundery  conditions  at 
the  start  of  the  month,  and  fluctuated  somewhat  during  the  remainder,  there 
being  nine  days  when  the  day  temperatures  exceeded  average®  Mean  temperatures 
were  a  little  short  of  average® 

In  spite  of  the  wet  start  to  the  month,  the  total  rainfall  was  average, 
but  sunshine  was  lacking,  there  being  only  73#  of  normal,  so  that  it  was  the 
dullest  July  since  1965  (88®9  hours)® 

August 

August  was  better  than  usual  over  recent  years,  being  much  drier  and 

sunnier® 

Until  the  11th  temperatures  fluctuated  around  average,  there  was  no 
rain  except  a  trace  on  the  6th  and  there  were  several  quite  sunny  days® 

From  the  12th=>19th  was  a  wet  period,  almost  the  entire  rainfall  for 
the  month  fell  during  this  period,  the  19th  being  very  wet  with  almost  l£" 
of  rain,  although  there  was  over  eight  hours  of  bright  sunshine  each  day  on 
the  16th,  17th  and  l8th®  Both  day  and  night  temperatures  were  below  normal® 

Only  a  trace  of  rain  fell  on  the  20th,  temperatures  rose  and  then 
followed  three  quite  warm  days  and  the  maximum  temperature  reached  78 ®1  F®  on 
the  22nd,  although  there  was  only  7 06  hours  of  bright  sunshine  that  day® 

There  was  no  measurable  rainfall  from  the  20th  until  month=>end,  but  many 
days  were  quite  cool,  although  night  temperatures  were  generally  average® 

There  were,  however,  no  really  sunny  days,  many  were  dull  and  quite  misty® 
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The  mean  maximum  and  minimum  temperatures  were  average,  but  never¬ 
theless  it  was  the  warmest  August  since  1959°  There  was  only  58.2#  of 
average  rainfall  and  so  it  was  the  driest  August  since  1964  (2<>5'1,,)° 

There  was,  however,  only  3#  more  than  average  sunshine,  but  it  was  the 
sunniest  August  since  1964  (157  hours) 0 

September 

The  first  half  of  the  month  was  warm,  day  temperatures  being  average 
or  above,  in  fact  on  the  9th  and  10th  the  maximum  was  around  70  F0  Although 
there  was  some  rain  on  several  days  there  were  also  many  quite  sunny  days. 

A  drop  in  the  daytime  temperature  occurred  on  the  l4th  and  it  remained 
generally  2  ~3°F°  below  average  until  month-end.  However,  the  mean  maximum 
and  minimum  temperatures  for  the  month  were  within  normal  limits 0 

The  remarkable  feature  was  the  amount  of  rainfall,  9°85M?  this  was 
more  than  double  the  average,  and  mad®  it  the  wettest  September  since 
our  records  commenced  (1926) 0  It  was  also  the  wettest  month  since  August 
1956  (9o87')o  On  the  20th  a  total  of  2.90"  of  rain  fell.  This  was  29#  of 
the  total  for  the  month  and  the  wettest  day  on  our  records . 

In  spite  of  the  excessive  precipitation  the  total  amount  of  bright 
sunshine  was  only  three  hours  short  of  average  and  it  was  the  sunniest 
September  since  19640 


October 

Over  rain  fell  on  the  first  day  followed  by  another  •£"  on  the 
second c  After  that  it  was  showery  and  there  was  no  bright  sunshine  until  the 
6th,  which  was  fine,  warm  and  with  over  five  hours  of  bright  sunshine.  The 
9th  was  dull  and  wet  again,  and  with  the  exception  of  the  10th- when  it  was 
fine  and  sunny,  showery  conditions  with  only  intermittent  sunshine  persisted 
until  the  16th.  From  then  until  the  2?th  was  mainly  dry  but  dull.  The 
remainder  of  the  month  was  quite  wet  with  a  little  sunshine  on  the  29th  and 
30th  o 


Day  temperatures  were  mostly  average  or  above  and  the  mean  for  the 
month  was  1.8  F0  above  normal,  whilst  night  temperatures  were  mostly  well 
above  average,  so  that  the  mean  minimum  temperature  was  5°0°F.  above  normal. 

It  was,  in  fact,  the  warmest  October  since  1959° 

In  spite  of  this  there  was  a  marked  absence  of  sunshine,  there  being 
few  sunny  days  and  the  total  bright  sunshine  recorded  was  only  55#  of  average 
It  was  the  dullest  October  on  our  records  (since  1926). 

November 


The  first  of  the  month  was  reasonably  warm  with  a  maximum  temperature 
nicely  over  50  F.,  but  the  following  day  saw  a  sharp  decline  to  40°F«,  and 
with  the  exception  of  one  or  two  days  the  maximum  day  temperatures  were 
subnormal  until  the  20th 0  The  following  week  was  quite  mild  but  there  was 
some  rain  every  days  afterwards  the  temperatures  were  again  subnormal. 

The  mean  maximum  temperature  for  the  month  was  almost  two  degrees 
below  average,  but  the  mean  night  temperature  was  normal.  Actually  it  was 
the  warmest  November  since  1964,  although  there  was  air  frost  on  four  days 

and  ground  frost  on  six. 

There  was  only  75#  of  average  rainfall,  and  it  was,  in  fact,  the 
driest  November  since  1962  (1.21")9  whereas  bright  sunshine  exceeded 
average  by  7#° 
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December 


This  was  a  cold,  dry  but  bright  month , 

The  first  two  days  were  fine,  sunny  and  reasonably  warm.  Although 
temperatures  remained  a  few  degrees  above  average  for  the  following 
three  days  it  was  dull  and  cloudy , 

On  the  sixth  the  maximum  was  several  degrees  lower  and  it  remained 
below  average  until  the  l8th0  Then  followed  five  milder  days,  but  a 
significant  drop  in  both  day  and  night  temperatures  occurred  on  the  24th 
and  both  remained  generally  several  degrees  below  average  until  month 

ends 


Ground  frost  occurred  on  the  12th  and  with  the  exception  of  the 
23rd  persisted  until  month  end.  During  much  of  this  period  air  frost 
was  also  recorded 0 

The  mean  maximum  and  minimum  temperatures  were  3°F,  and  1,60Fo 

below  average  respectively 0 

A  small  amount  of  snow  fell  on  the  24th,  but  total  precipitation 
for  the  month  was  only  36  <=>5#  of  average  and  almost  all  this  fell  from 
14th  to  22nd  inclusive,  which  was  a  continious  period  of  wet  days0 

There  were  several  quite  sunny  days  and  the  monthly  total  of  27 
hours  was  ten  hours  in  excess  of  average 0 


The  warmest  day  of  the  year  was  30th  June  when  the  maximum  temp=> 
erature  in  the  shade  reached  78o2°F0,  and  the  coldest  day  of  the  year 
was  10th  January  with  a  minimum  shade  temperature  of  15  »1  F,  The  lowest 
temperature  on  the  grass  was  1?o8  F0  on  the  25th  February, 

Bright  sunshine  was  recorded  on  281  days  and  the  total  was  1130,0 
hours  giving  a  mean  daily  average  of  3«1  hours.  It  was  the  sunniest  year 
since  1963?  and  although  six  months  each  exceeded  the  monthly  average  the 
annual  sunshine  total  only  exceeded  that  of  the  previous  year  by  27o5 
hours  it  was  nevertheless  98,0$  of  average.  The  sunniest  month  was  April 
with  l8l,6  hours  or  143,5#  of  average  for  the  month,  closely  followed  by 
June  with  177»6  hours  or  104,6#  of  average.  The  sunniest  day  of  the  year 
was  13th  June  with  15,6  hours. 

Rain  or  some  form  of  precipitation  occurred  on  204  days  and  the 
total  measured  was  51o75"  which  was  117,7#  of  the  annual  average. 

Excluding  1967?  it  was  the  wettest  year  since  1954  (57o36"),  The  wettest 
month  was  September  with  9 085”  or  240,2#  of  average,  and  the  wettest  day 
was  the  20th  of  that  month  with  2,90",  There  were  eight  months  with  more 
than  average  rainfall,  and  in  fact  March  and  September  had  more  than  twice 
the  average.  The  driest  months  were  December  and  February  with  1,82”  and 
1c89"  respectively.

COMMENTS  ON  STATISTICS 


Population 

The  mid-year  estimate  of  the  population  supplied  by  the  Registrar 
General  was  31 9400.  This  was  an  increase  of  770  or  2ob%  on  the  figure  sup¬ 
plied  in  1967° 

The  last  increase  in  estimated  population  was  in  1961  which  was  6709 
and  gave  a  population  of  32,140.  From  1962  to  1967,  with  the  exception  of 
1963s  there  was  an  estimated  decrease  in  the  population  each  year  which 
totalled  1510o  The  increase  in  1968  gave  a  population  figure  almost  equal 
to  that  of  1964  (31 9^40) . 

For  comparison  with,  other  local  areas  „  an  increase  of  A  <>16%  was  shown 
in  the  total  population  of  Health  Division  No.  60  Increases  were  also 
estimated  for  Trawden  U.D.  (8.6$)  and  Burnley  R.D. (1 .6#,)  whilst  Colne  M.B., 
Brierfield  UoD,,  and  Padiham  U.Do,  each  had  a  small  decrease  (0.5%  or  less). 
The  figure  for  Barrowford  showed  no  change,  but  the  Burnley  C.B. ,  also  had 
an  estimated  decrease  (1<>5%)° 

Live  Births 

The  498  live  births  registered  was  two  more  than  in  the  previous  year. 
After  six  years  with  over  500  live  births  registered  each  year9  this  is  the 
second  successive  year1  with  less.  However 9  the  number  of  live  births 
exceeded  the  number  of  deaths  by  six0  The  annual  average  number  of  live 
births  each  year  over  the  1963-67  period  was  517° 

There  was  an  increase  again  in  the  number  of  illegitimate  live  births 
registered  to  give  a  total  of  6l,  an  increase  of  six  on  the  1967  toted  and 
13o9#  of  the  total  live  births,  or  2.8%  more  than  in  1967°  These  are  the 
highest  figures  on  record  for  the  borough 0 

In  19689  only  580O#  of  the  live  births  took  place  in  the  borough9 
35°7#  in  Fern  Lea  Maternity  Home  and  22oJ>%  domiciliary  births,  compared 
with  62o?^5  42o5$  and  20 »2%  respectively  in  1967°  There  was9  therefore,  an 
increase  of  40?$  in  the  number  of  births  which  occurred  outside  the  borough. 
The  closing  down  of  Fern  Lea  Maternity  Home,  Nelson,  and  the  opening  of  the 
Edith  Watson  Maternity  Unit  at  the  General  Hospital,  Burnley,  in  November, 
was  no  doubt  the  reason 0 

Although  there  were  two  more  live  births  than  in  the  previous  year 
the  increase  in  the  estimated  population  gave  a  Crude  Live  Birth  Rate  of 
15o9  per  1000  population,  a  decrease  of  0.3  per  1000  and  the  smallest 
rate  since  I960  (l4.8  per  1000) 0  The  mean  live  birth  rates  for  the  two 
previous  quinquennial  periods  were  1963-67  inclusive  l6o5  per  1000  and 
1958°62  inclusive  15°3  per  1000.  From  1961=66  inclusive,  when  the  number 
of  live  births  each  year  exceeded  500®  the  annual  Crude  Live  Birth  Rates 
varied  from  l602  to  17°8  per  1000  population  with  a  mean  of  1606  per  1000o 

The  Illegitimate  Live  Birth  Rates  were  1.94  per  1000  population  and 
122o5  per  1000  live  births,  increases  of  0o15  per  1000  population  and  11.6 
per  1000  live  births  on  the  rates  for  1967° 

With  the  comparability  factor  unchanged  at  1ol4,  the  Adjusted  Live 
Birth  Rate  was  l801  per  1000  population 0  This  was  0.4  per  1000  less  than  in 
1967  and  was  the  smallest  Adjusted  Live  Birth  Rate  since  1961  (17<>8  per 
1000) 0  The  mean  Adjusted  Live  Birth  Rate  for  the  previous  five  years  was 
1808  per  1000  population o 

This  Nelson  rate  of  1 8 0 1  per  1000  population  was  0.6  per  1000  less 
than  the  mean  Adjusted  Live  Birth  Rate  for  Authorities  within  Health 
Division  No0  6,  but  0o4  per  1000  greater  than  the  corresponding  rate  for 
the  Burnley  C.B. 

Compared  with  the  National  Live  Birth  Rate  at  l6o9  per  1000  popu¬ 
lation,  the  Nelson  Adjusted  Rate  was  102  per  1000  greater 0  This  was  the 
eighth  successive  year  that  this  comparison  has  applied  and  gave  an  average 
of  O08  per  1000  per  year  excess. 
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Still  Births 

Again  eight  still  births  were  registered,  as  in  1967°  The  Still  Birth 
Rates  were  therefore  15°8  per  1000  total  births  and  0.25  per  1000  population, 
decreases  of  0o1  and  0.01  per  1000  respectively  on  the  1967  rates,  but  1«9 
and  2o3  per  1000  in  excess  of  the  respective  mean  rates  for  the  previous 
five  years. 

The  National  Still  Birth  Rates  were  l4.jj  per  1000  total  births  and 
0.24  per  1000  population,  the  former  being  1 .5  per  1000  less  than  the  Nelson 
corresponding  rate,  and  the  latter  was  0.01  less. 

Deaths 


After  the  noteworthy  reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths  registered 
during  the  previous  year,  the  smallest  total  since  1921,  the  total  of  49 2 
(males  24?s  females  245)  in  1968  was  a  return  to  normal  limits,  in  fact  it 
was  five  more  than  the  average  for  the  previous  five  years. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  at  15°7  per  1000  population  was  an  increase  of 
1°3  per  1000  on  the  1967  figure,  although  that  was  the  smallest  rate  since 
1952°  The  mean  Crude  Death  Rate  for  the  period  1963-67  was  15°6  per  1000 

population o 

The  Death  Rate  comparability  factor  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General 
was  increased  by  0.01  to  become  0.90  and  the  Adjusted  Death  Rate  was  there¬ 
fore  14.1  per  1000  population,  an  increase  of  1.3  per  1000  on  the  196?  death 
rate.  On  external  comparison  this  was  0.3  per  1000  population  higher  than 
the  mean  Adjusted  Death  Rate  for  authorities  within  Health  Division  No.  6, 
was  O06  per  1000  less  than  that  rate  for  the  Burnley  C.B. ,  but  2.2  per  1000 
in  excess  of  the  National  Death  Rate  of  11.9  per  1000  population.  Over  the 
previous  five  years  this  Nelson  rate  has  exceeded  the  National  Death  Rate  by 
an  average  of  2.36  per  1000  yearly. 

Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases,  Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Nervous  System, 
and  Cancer,  were  the  principal  causes  of  death  as  usual.  The  first  and 
second  of  these  causes  had  increased  numbers  of  deaths?  formed  45.1%  and 
19°9$  of  the  total  deaths  which  gave  death  rates  of  7°07  per  1000  and  3°12 
per  1000  of  population  respectively.  Both  these  rates  were  the  highest  for 
several  years.  There  was  a  decrease  of  eleven  in  deaths  from  Cancer  which 
accounted  for  13°6$  of  the  total  deaths,  the  death  rate  from  this  cause 
being  2.13  per  1000  population,  the  lowest  rate  for  several  years.  The 
National  Death  Rate  from  Cancer  was  2.32  per  1000  population. 

The  nineteen  deaths  from  accidents  and  suicides  was  the  lowest  for 
several  years  and  gave  a  death  rate  of  0.6l  per  1000  population,  made  up  as 
follows,  motor  vehicle  accidents  0.13  per  1000,  all  other  accidents  0.35  per 
1000  and  suicide  0.13  per  1000  population. 

Looking  at  the  deaths  in  age  groups  shows  increases  in  the  higher  age 
groups,  as  would  be  expected.  The  age  groups  75-79  years,  85-89  year©  and 
90-94  years  with  19°92$,  8.94$  and  3°Q5$  respectively  of  the  total  deaths 
are  probably  the  highest  percentages  recorded  in  these  age  distributions. 

Analysis  of  the  deaths  monthly  gave  a  death  rate  of  2.29  per  1000  for 
January,  which  was  rather  higher  than  usual,  possibly  accounted  for  by  the 
climatological  conditions,  the  first  two  weeks  being  very  cold  with  snow¬ 
falls  and  blizzards  followed  by  another  week  of  heavy  rainfall. 

Of  the  492  total  deaths  during  the  year  only  271  or  55° 1%  actually 
occurred  within  the  borough.  This  was  0.5$  less  than  in  the  previous  year 
and  is  in  accordance  with  the  trend  of  recent  years  whereby  a  large  propor¬ 
tion  of  residents  die  outside  the  borough,  usually  in  hospitals  of  the 
Burnley  Group. 


Altogether  48.6%  of  the  total  deaths  in  1968  took  place  in  hospital, 
nursing  homes,  etc0  This  was  an  increase  of  1.4#  on  the  previous  year. 

The  annual  average  over  the  period  1964-68  inclusive  was  47  <>  1%, 

Infant  Mortality 

As  in  the  previous  year  there  were  seven  infant  deaths  during  1968. 
Classification  of  these  in  accordance  with  the  causes  of  death  and  ages 
of  the  infants  is  given  in  the  table  on  page  43  „ 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  l4o0  per  1000  Live  Births o  This  was  a 
reduction  of  0.1  per  1000  live  births  on  the  196?  figure „  It  was  also  the 
smallest  rate  since  1961,  and  excluding  that  year  the  smallest  since  1955° 

The  National  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  1968  was  l8Q3  per  1000  live 
births,  the  same  as  the  previous  year,  but  4„3  per  1000  higher  than  the 
Nelson  ratec 

Three  of  the  infants  were  aged  under  one  month,  under  one  week  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  so  that  the  Neo-natal  Mortality  Rate  and  the  Early  Neo- 
Natal  Mortality  Rate  were  each  6o0  per  1000  live  births 0  The  corresponding 
National  Rates  being  12.4  and  10o6  per  1000  live  births  respectively 0 

Although  there  was  one  less  death  of  infants  under  one  week  of  age, 
there  were  again  eight  still  births  registered <,  The  number  of  peri-natal 
deaths,  therefore,  was  eleven  which  gave  a  Peri-natal  Mortality  Rate  of 
21 o7  per  1000  total  (live  and  still)  births,  a  reduction  of  2.5  per  1000 
on  1967,  and  also  3°0  per  1000  less  than  the  National  Peri-natal  Mortality 
Rate  at  24 0 7  per  1000o 

Maternal  Mortality 

For  the  eighth  successive  year  no  maternal  death  was  registered 0  The 
total  National  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  was  0o24  per  1000  total  (live  and 
still)  births,  which  was  divided  into  deaths  from  Maternal  Causes  (excluding 
Abortion)  0„l8  per  1000  total  births  and  Maternal  Causes  (due  to  Abortion) 
O0O6  per  1000  total  births 0  Compared  with  1967,  these  rates  are  increases  of 
0o04,  0o02  and  0.02  per  1000  total  births  respectively.

WELFARE  OF  THE  AGED 


The  responsibility  for  the  care  of  the  aged  in  their  own  homes 
belongs  to  the  Lancashire  County  Council  as  the  Health  Authority  for  the 
Borough.  Under  the  Divisional  scheme  the  specially  appointed  Welfare 
Organiser  co-operates  with  representatives  and  officers  of  all  statutory 
and  voluntary  bodies  and  organisations  concerned  with  this  aspect  of  public 
health. 
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Your  Council  continues  to  provide  a  Welfare  Scheme  which  is  sup¬ 
plementary  to  the  County  Council  Services „ 

The  Scheme  is  financed  by  the  Mayor's  Welfare  Fund  and  Voluntary 
subscriptions  from  employers  and  voluntary  organisations.  At  year-end 
nine  full-time  female  welfare  workers  were  employed  and  their  duties  are 
not  only  to  visit  the  aged  in  their  own  homes  but  also  to  give  assistance 
by  helping  with  such  things  as  shopping,  collecting  pensions,  lighting 
fires,  and  making  drinks,  etcD 

Almost  44,000  visits  were  paid  by  these  workers  during  the  year, 
nearly  10#  more  than  in  the  previous  year®  This  was  highly  satisfactory, 
and  is  a  much  appreciated  service o 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  inaugurated  during  1966  continued  during 
the  year  and  26  meals  per  day  were  distributed  on  Tuesdays,  Wednesdays  and 
Fridays o  The  meals  are  prepared  by  a  firm  of  caterers  who  also  operate  a 
local  factory  canteen,  and  are  transported  to  the  homes  of  recipients  in 
the  special  vehicle  for  this  purpose  donated  jointly  by  the  Nelson  Round 
Table  and  the  Nelson  Ladies'  Circle 0  The  Mayor's  Welfare  Section  in  co¬ 
operation  with  the  local  branch  of  the  Women's  Royal  Voluntary  Services 
are  responsible  for  the  distribution,  etcQ  This  again  is  a  much  appreciated 
service,  the  demand  for  which  has  increased  and  there  is  a  long  waiting  list 
for  vacancies  0 

A  Luncheon  Club  for  the  Aged  is  held  at  the  Civic  Theatre,  Stanley 
Street,  Nelson,  on  Thursdays,  and  caters  for  85  persons0  These  meals  are 
supplied  by  another  firm  of  caterers  who  also  operate  a  local  factory 
canteen0 

Also  in  the  borough  there  are  six  Social  Clubs  for  Aged  persons 0  These 
are  provided  by  the  Council  and  have  a  total  membership  around  2,500o 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1948  AND  1951 

SECTION^? 

Four  applications  for  orders  for  the  removal  to  suitable  premises  of 
persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  were  made  during  the  year0 

In  one  case  the  application  was  refused 0  This  was  for  a  female  (age 
70  years)  in  urgent  need  of  hospital  treatment,  but  refused  to  leave  home. 

Orders  were  made  in  three  cases  as  follows 0  A  man  (aged  89)  and  his 
wife  (aged  82),  both  infirm,  neglected  and  dirty,  living  in  extremely 
detrimental  home  conditions 0  An  order  was  obtained  for  21  days  and  the 
couple  were  removed  to  Part  III  accommodation 0  The  wife  died  two  weeks 
later  and  a  further  order  was  obtained  for  the  husband  who  then  agreed  to 
stay.  The  home  contents  were  afterwards  cleared  and  the  house  soldo  The 
other  case  was  a  woman  (aged  88  years)  who  was  infirm,  neglected  and 
incontinent o  An  order  was  obtained  for  21  days  and  the  person  removed  to 
Burnley  General  Hospital  where  she  died  12  days  later « 

In  many  cases  elderly  persons  agreed  to  be  admitted  to  hospital  or 
Part  III  accommodation  after  persuasion  and  thus  obviated  the  necessity 
for  applications  for  orders  for  compulsory  removal 0 

TUBERCULOSIS  SERVICE 

The  Chest  Clinic  for  the  area  is  situate  at  the  Marsden  Hospital, 
Burnley,  to  which  known,  and  suspected,  cases  of  tuberculosis  are  referred 
by  medical  practitioners 0  Patients  are  also  visited  in  their  own  homes  by 
Health  Visitors  employed  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  Health  Division 
Noo  60  These  Health  Visitors  work  in  co-operation  with  the  Chest  Clinic 
and  advise  on  the  care  and  after-care  of  patients.

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SECTION  C 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER 

INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 
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INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES 

New  legislation  brought  about  certain  changes  during  the  year  in 
the  notification  of  infectious  and  other  diseases. 

The  Public  Health  (Infective  Jaundice)  Regulations  1968,  which  came 
into  operation  15th  June,  1968,  made  this  disease  notifiable  from  that 
date. 

The  Public  Health  (infectious  Diseases)  Regulations  1968,  which 
came  into  operation  1st  October,  1968,  also  made  changes  in  the  notifi¬ 
cation  of  other  diseases.  The  following  diseases  are  no  longer  noti¬ 
fiable 

Acute  influenzal  pneumonia  Erysipelas 

Acute  primary  pneumonia  Membranous  croup 

Acute  rheumatism  Puerperal  pyrexia 

whereas  some  diseases,  including  Leptospirosis,  Tetanus  and  Yellow  Fever, 
were  added  to  the  list  of  those  notifiable 0 

The  total  notifications  received  during  the  year  was  144.  This  was 
more  than  double  those  of  the  previous  year  and  was  attributable  to  the 
incidence  of  measles  during  the  latter  months.  This  outbreak  of  measles 
appears  in  alternate  years  but  the  number  of  cases  notified  during  1968 
was  less  than  usual.  There  were  three  isolated  cases  of  food  poisoning 
notified  but  in  no  case  was  the  diagnosis  confirmed  by  laboratory  report. 

Twelve  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  occurred,  eight  of  which  were  res¬ 
piratory  cases.  Most  of  these,  seven  respiratory  and  two  others  were 
Commonwealth  Immigrants.  The  incidence  rate  for  tuberculosis  was  0.39  per 
1,000  population  (respiratory  0.26  and  other  0.13),  compared  with  the 
national  rate  of  0.265  per  1,000  population  (respiratory  0.220  and  other 
0.045)o 


In  addition  to  the  twelve  new  patients  added  to  the  register  during 
the  year,  one  was  transferred  in  from  another  area,  but  also  six  names 
were  removed  from  record,  four  patients  having  been  classified  as  recovered, 
another  left  the  district  and  the  other  died  from  a  cause  other  than  tuber¬ 
culosis.  The  state  of  the  register  at  year  end  was  123  cases,  (90  res¬ 
piratory  and  33  others)  an  increase  of  eight  during  the  year. 

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION  FOR  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


This  is  provided  by  the  Burnley  and  District  Hospital  Management 
Committee  at  Marsden  Hospital,  Burnley,  when  required,  for  all  infectious 
diseases  with  the  exception  of  smallpox.  If  on  occasions,  accommodation 
thereat  is  not  available,  arrangements  are  then  made  through  the  Bed  Bureau 
for  admission  of  the  patient  to  an  isolation  hospital  under  the  control  of  a 
neighbouring  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

No  patients  were  admitted  during  the  year. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936  -  SECTION  172 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  invoke  the  provisions  of  this  Section 
for  the  removal  to  hospital  of  any  infectious  person  suffering  from  tuber¬ 
culosis  of  the  respiratory  tract. 
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DISINFECTION  AFTER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Generally  the  disinfection  of  rooms,  bedding  and  personal  clothing  is 
no  longer  recommended  except  in  cases  of  smallpox  and  some  cases  of  tuber¬ 
culosis  0  Experience  has  shown  that  cleansing  with  soap  and  water  and  the 
use  of  a  disinfectant  together  with  efficient  ventilation  of  rooms  is 
adequate,  but  disinfection  is  still  carried  out  if  specially  requested <> 

There  were  no  such  requests  during  the  year0 

Scabies  is  not  a  notifiable  disease,  but  a  number  of  cases  were  dis¬ 
covered  during  the  year  through  the  school  medical  service  and  referred  to 
this  Department  for  treatment 0  This  is  carried  out  on  our  behalf  by  the 
County  Borough  of  Burnley  on  a  payment  basis,  as  and  when  required.  The 
steam  disinfection  of  personal  clothing  and  bedding,  etc0,  forms  part  of  the 
treatment o

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  31st  DECEMBER ,  1968 


Mr0  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  environmental 
services  provided  by  this  Department 0 

STAFFING 

The  promotion  of  Mr0  Grindrod  to  the  position  of  Deputy  Senior  Public 
Health  Inspector  left  a  vacancy  for  an  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector 
which,  in  spite  of  extensive  advertising,  we  have  been  unable  to  fillo  The 
work  was  divided  between  the  two  additional  inspectors  and  the  number  of 
routine  visits  carried  out  during  the  year  remained  at  a  satisfactory  level 0 
We  are  fortunate  that  our  District  Inspectors  have  been  with  us  for  a  number 
of  years  and  so  have  gained  a  vast  wealth  of  local  knowledge  which  new  staff 
take  years  to  acquire 0  We  may  not  always  be  so  fortunate  if  the  national 
shortage  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  is  made  more  acute  in  the  near  future „ 

RODENT  CONTROL 


The  year  1968  saw  the  transfer  of  the  rodent  control  services  from  the 
supervision  of  the  Director  of  Cleansing  to  be  integrated  into  a  compre¬ 
hensive  environmental  health  service 0  Towards  the  end  of  1968  there  was  a 
spate  of  complaints  of  mice  infestation  which  was  brought  under  control  by 
extensive  use  of  Alphaehloralosec  From  the  experience  gained  it  is  apparent 
that  mice  in  the  area  are  resistant  to  Warfarin o  This  is  not  the  case  in 
relation  to  rats0 

Throughout  the  year,  there  were  regular  complaints  of  rats  which  were 
controlled  by  use  of  Warfarin 0  It  is  intended  that  during  the  coming  year 
surface  treatment  against  rats  will  be  combined  with  the  baiting  of  the 
sewers  until  all  the  sewers  in  the  town  are  free  from  rats0  The  Refuse 
Collection  Service  must  be  constantly  Improved  to  remove  all  sources  of 
food  available  to  rodents  to  ensure  that  the  eradication  scheme  will  be 
successful o 

FOOD  HYGIENE 


From  the  list  of  defects  found  in  food  premises,  shown  later  in  the 
report,  it  will  be  seen  that  vigorous  and  frequent  inspections  of  food 
premises  have  been  carried  out  during  the  yearD  By  making  regular  visits 
to  premises  where  persons  are  engaged  in  the  handling  of  food,  those 
persons  can  be  made  to  raise  their  standards  of  hygiene  by  advice  and  example. 

WASTE  WATER  CLOSETS 


These  obsolete  closets  continue  to  be  the  subject  of  repeated  blockages 
and  consequently  the  time  spent  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  the 
drainage  men  to  secure  the  release  of  these  blockages  rises  each  year.  Many 
of  these  blockages  are  released  at  the  request  of  the  owners  but  in  the  case 
of  tenanted  properties,  notices  have  to  be  served  and  the  drains  cleared  in 
default o  When  the  Health  Inspector  visits  the  same  blocked  closet  several 
times  each  year,  the  cost  to  the  Local  Authority  in  his  time  alone  must  be 
equal  to  the  £10  grant  for  conversion „ 

The  conversion  grant  has  now  lost  the  impact  that  was  apparent  when  it 
was  introduced  two  years  ago,  and  was  equal  to  approximately  one  third  of  the 
cost  of  an  average  conversion 0  Today  following  a  rise  in  drainage  costs  and 
plumbing  costs  it  represents  between  a  quarter  and  one  fifth  of  the  cost  of 
a  conversion o  It  would  perhaps  be  possible  for  consideration  to  be  given  to 
the  increasing  of  the  closet  conversion  grant  when  the  opportunity  presents 
itself o 
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DERELICT  PROPERTIES 


Vacant  houses  which  are  rapidly  made  derelict  by  vandals  is  a  prob¬ 
lem  which  is  said  to  be  peculiar  to  North  East  Lancashire  but  I  suspect  is 
also  found  in  other  parts  of  the  country.  With  over  300  empty  houses  in 
the  Borough  it  is  of  utmost  importance  that  priority  be  given  to  finding  a 
solution  to  the  problem  -  but  what  means  have  we  to  counter-act  the  vandals. 
It  would  appear  that  the  Local  Authority  have  no  power  to  intervene  until 
the  properties  are  derelict  and  even  then  Local  Authority  action  is  limited. 
By  serving  notice  under  Section  27  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1961,  owners 
can  be  required  to  seal  the  ground  floor  openings.  An  alternative  method 
could  be  to  persuade  the  owners  to  hand  over  the  property  to  the  Local 
Authority  free  of  charge,  each  side  paying  their  own  legal  fees.  Once  these 
properties  had  been  acquired  the  window  and  door  openings  could  then  be 
seeded  by  the  Local  Authority.  Whether  these  suggestions  are  workable,  time 
will  tell,  but  it  seems  that  we  are  still  far  from  finding  a  solution  to  the 
current  problem  of  halting  the  further  deterioration  of  twilight  areas.  On 
this  frustrated  note  I  will  conclude  my  comments. 

I  am  grateful  for  the  backing  given  by  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  and  the  goodwill  of  other  Chief  Officials,  to  whom  I  offer 
my  thanks.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  North  Calder  Water  Board  is  the  statutory  water  undertaker  for  the 
Borougho  The  moorland  gathering  grounds,  covering  an  area  of  5^000  acres, 
feed  the  Board's  five  storage  reservoirs  which  have  a  combined  capacity  of 
4l0  m.  gallons o  In  addition  two  boreholes  have  a  potential  of  over  a  million 
gallons  per  dayc  There  are  three  compensation  reservoirs  with  a  combined 
capacity  of  135®°  gallons  and  three  service  reservoirs  which  contain  almost 
12m 0  gallons o  The  total  water  storage  capacity  is  in  excess  of  555®°  gallons. 

There  are  three  water  treatment  plants  at  Barley,  Coldwell  and  Laneshaw 
where  all  raw  water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  before  going  into  supply.  The 
area  of  supply  is  zoned  according  to  locality  and  altitude  to  utilise  the 
available  head  of  water  from  the  service  reservoirs . 

During  the  year  water  was  supplied  to  an  estimated  population  of  almost 
70,000  whose  average  daily  consumption  for  domestic  purposes  was  39°S  gallons. 
In  addition  water  supplied  for  manufacturing  and  trade  purposes  represented 
the  equivalent  of  over  11 082  gallons  per  person  per  day.  The  quantity  of 
water  supplied  per  day  on  average  was  almost  3-^®°  gallons » 

Throughout  the  year  the  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  both 
quality  and  quantity.  Raw  water  was  submitted  by  the  Board  for  bacteriological 
examination  on  49  occasions  and  for  chemical  examination  on  five  occasions, 
when  every  sample  gave  a  satisfactory  result.  Of  the  143  samples  of  treated 
water  examined  for  bacteriological  quality  on  behalf  of  the  Board,  all  but  four 
gave  satisfactory  results.  Whilst  all  the  eight  samples  submitted  for  chemical 
analyses  gave  satisfactory  results. 

Twenty  one  samples  of  treated  water  from  mains  supplies  were  submitted 
by  the  Health  Department  for  bacteriological  examination  and  all  returned 
satisfactory  results.  The  waters  are  not  plumbo -solvent  in  action  and  the 
fluoride  content  of  the  mains  supply  is  not  known.  Piped  water  from  the  mains 
supply  is  provided  to  all  but  23  houses  within  the  Borough.  These  23  houses, 
situated  in  the  rural  parts  of  the  district  and  remote  from  mains  supply, 
derive  their  water  from  individual  private  sources.  Three  new  dwellings  were 
connected  to  the  public  supply  during  the  year  when  74  yards  of  water  main 
were  laid.  Extensions  of  mains  to  existing  dwellings  totalled  293  yards. 

The  number  of  houses  within  the  Borough  which  have  a  restricted  supply 
of  water  due  to  inadequate  joint  service  pipes  is  not  known.  However,  97 
houses  which  were  previously  on  joint  service  pipes  were  re-serviced  during 
the  year. 

It  is  essential  that  the  schemes  for  re-servicing  properties  on  such 
inadequate  joint  service  pipes  should  be  vigorously  expanded.  That  any 
dwelling  should  have  a  limited  supply  of  water  is  unacceptable  and  it  should 
be  remembered  that  this  is  one  of  the  conditions  to  be  taken  into  account 
when  considering  whether  or  not  a  house  is  unfit  for  habitation. 

The  practice  of  storing  purified  water  in  reservoirs  which  are  open  to 
the  atmosphere  and  the  consequent  pollution  by  both  birds  and  animals  cannot 
be  considered  to  be  in  any  way  "with  it".  The  Board  should  give  priority  to 
the  erection  of  covers  over  these  service  reservoirs. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

All  the  urban  areas  of  the  district  are  served  by  sewers  having  an 
estimated  daily  dry  weather  flow  of  l^m.  gallons.  Several  isolated  properties 
in  the  rural  part  of  the  district  are  not  served  by  sewers  and  the  emptying  of 
pail  and  chemical  closets  is  undertaken  by  the  Cleansing  Department.  During 
the  year  twenty  four  new  houses  were  connected  to  the  sewerage  system. 

The  treatment  of  sewage,  which  is  carried  out  under  the  control  of 
the  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  consists  of  screening,  detritus  tanks, 
sedimentation  tanks ,  percolating  filters  and  humus  tanks.  The  final  effluent, 
part  of  which  is  re-circulated,  is  either  discharged  into  Pendle  Water  or 
pumped  up  to  the  Leeds  and  Liverpool  Canal  to  replace  water  taken  from  the 
Canal  at  Huncoat  Power  Station.  Storm  water  is  discharged  into  the  river 
after  passing  through  settlement  tanks.  Sludge  from  the  treatment  process  is 
stored  in  digestion  tanks  during  the  summer  months  and  later  utilised  on 
agricultural  land  adjacent  to  the  sewage  works.

With  a  staff  of  75?  the  Director  of  Cleansing  is  responsible  for  the 
collection  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse,  street  cleansing,  the 
maintenance  of  public  conveniences,  the  provision  and  repair  of  Corporation 
transport,  and  the  maintenance  of  a  vehicle  testing  station  approved  by  the 
Minister  of  Transport.  The  Cleansing  Department  also  undertakes,  at  the 
request  of  owners  or  occupiers,  the  cleansing  and  repair  of  drains,  and 
drainage  work  generally,  but  especially  in  connection  with  the  conversion 
or  abolition  of  waste  water  closets. 


Household  refuse  is  collected,  as  far  as  circumstances  permit,  at 
weekly  intervals.  Trade  refuse,  for  the  collection  of  which  a  charge  is 
made,  is  also  picked  up  at  weekly  intervals,  whilst  butchers  and  greengrocers 
can  have  a  twice  weekly  collection  service  of  putrescible  refuse,  containers 
being  provided  by  the  Cleansing  Department.  Traders  may  also  take  their  own 
refuse  to  the  tip,  when  a  charge  of  2/-  a  ton  is  levied.  During  1968,  7,880 
tons  of  refuse  were  collected,  which  was  an  increase  of  236  tons  on  19 67 • 
Altogether  12,931  tons  of  refuse  were  disposed  of  last  year. 
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It  has  often  been  found  that  an  improvement  brought  about  by  one 
Department  causes  severe  problems  for  another  Council  Department <>  This  is 
very  true  in  the  case  of  the  progressive  smoke  control  programme „  It  has 
been  found  that  since  the  introduction  of  smoke  control  areas,  the  tonnage 
of  household  refuse  collected  has  increased  each  year  and  the  volume  of 
refuse  has  increased  by  approximately  25%o  This  increased  volume  has  been 
dealt  with  up  to  now  by  replacing  side-loading  vehicles  with  the  compression- 
type  vehicle  and  having  existing  staff  working  to  full  capacity.. 

The  Director  of  Cleansing  reports  that  as  the  remaining  dwellings  in 
the  town  are  made  smoke-controlled,  additional  staff  and  vehicles  must  be 
employed  to  maintain  a  weekly  refuse  collection „  It  must  be  accepted  that 
the  cost  of  the  refuse  collection  service  will  increase  substantially  if 
progress  is  to  be  maintained 0 

Dustbins  are  provided  free  of  charge  to  dwellings,  renewals  being 
effected  out  ©f  the  rate  fundo  All  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  controlled 
tipping  on  land  adjoining  Swinden  Estate 0 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTIONS 


During  the  year,  4,252  premises  of  various  types  were  subjected  to 
visits  on  6,580  oceasions0  Defects  discovered  amounted  to  1,016,  of  which 
419  were  remidedo  Informal  Notices  were  served  in  respect  of  224  premises, 
and  statutory  notices  were  served  in  respect  of  166  premises,  59  of  which 
were  served  in  relation  to  defective  drainage 0 

The  number  of  complaints  investigated  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
rose  by  one  third  over  those  of  the  previous  year0  The  complaints  relating 
to  obstructed  and  defective  drainage  and  the  associated  complaints  of  water 
in  cellar  increased  over  the  previous  year„  All  these  complaints  were 
rectified  speedily  by  using  the  power  to  repair  defective  drains  in  default 
given  in  the  Public  Health  Act,  I96I0  It  Is  not  widely  appreciated  by  the 
members  of  the  public  that  the  investigation  into  the  source  of  water 
entering  a  cellar1  or  sub-floor  space  can  be  an  extremely  slow  and  pains¬ 
taking  jcbo 
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OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963. 

Inspections  and  re-inspections  of  premises  registered  under  the  Act 
continued  during  the  year9  when  63  visits  were  undertaken*  Fourteen  new 
registrations  were  accepted  during  the  year,  but  with  thirty  eight  premises 
ceasing  to  be  registerable,  the  net  decrease  was  twenty  four  registrations, 
making  a  total  of  309  premises  on  the  register  at  year  end*

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ATMQSHPERIC  POLLUTION 

The  Noo  3  Smoke  Control  Area,  which  had  been  confirmed  the  previous 
year,  came  into  operation  on  September  1st  bringing  approximately  3*700 
houses  under  the  smoke  controlled  scheme  „  A  fourth  fknoke  Control  Order 
was  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government, 
and  the  confirmation  was  received  in  December©  This  No. 4  Order,  embracing 
2,200  houses  will  be  operative  as  from  September  1st,  1969» 

There  were  two  new  furnaces  installed  during  the  year,  one  being 
an  oil  package  boiler  to  replace  an  existing  oil-fired  boiler,  and  the 
other  being  a  boiler  burning  35  seconds  oil  for  heating  purposes  only, 
replacing  a  coal-fired  Lancashire  boiler. 


SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS 


The  three  public  swimming  baths  and  pools  are  owned  by  the 
Corporation.  An  open  air  pool  is  maintained  at  Marsden  Park,  and  is  in 
use  throughout  the  season.  All-the-year-round  bathing  facilities  are 
provided  in  the  Public  Baths  in  Bradley  Road,  where,  in  addition  to 
eighteen  slipper  baths,  there  are  two  plunge  baths  with  a  total  capacity 
of  92,000  gallons.  At  both  premises  the  necessary  changing  rooms,  etc. 
are  provided. 

At  the  Open  Air  Pool  the  treated  town  mains  water  supply  is  used, 
and  hourly  continuous  filtration  is  in  operation.  This  is  based  on  a 
six-hourly  cycle. 

Town  mains  water  is  also  used  at  the  Public  Baths.  Filtration  by 
alumina  ferric  and  common  soda,  and  continuous  flow  chlorination,  is 
carried  out  at  the  rate  of  400  gallons  per  minute,  giving  an  average 
turnover  of  4^  hours.  This  cycle  can  be  speeded  up  on  either  bath  if 
necessary. 

Tests  are  made  several  times  per  day  to  ensure  a  chlorine  content 
of  0.3  -  0.5  p.p.m.  and  a  pH  value  of  6.9  -  7o2. 

Bacteriological  examination  of  samples  of  bath  water  was  carried 
out  on  88  occasions,  when  all  but  six  samples  yielded  satisfactory  results. 


DISINFESTATION 


Disinfestation  is  mainly  directed  against  household  pests  such  as 
cockroaches.  Treatment  was  carried  out  at  9  houses  after  the  discovery 
of  bugs  or  fleas  and  90  houses,  and  21  schools,  were  treated  following 
complaints  of  cockroaches,  silver  fish,  wasp  nests  and  crickets. 

This  service  is  carried  out  by  the  Department  and  is  free  in 
respect  of  dwellinghouses.  For  any  person  wishing  to  carry  out  their 
own  treatment  supplies  of  insecticidal  powder  are  also  available  free 
of  charge.

During  the  year  157  dwellings  were  inspected  for  housing  defects,  when 
155  were  found  to  be  not  in  all  respects  reasonably  fit  for  human  habitation 
by  reason  of  the  8l0  defects  found o  In  connection  with  housing  matters  a 
total  of  390  notices  were  served,  166  of  these  being  statutory  notices  of 
which  59  related  to  drainage 0  Defects  remedied  during  1968  numbered  335 ® 

During  the  year  confirmation  was  received  of  the  Compulsory  Purchase 
Order  in  respect  of  properties  in  Scarlett  Street  and  Garfield  Streeto 
These  properties  were  represented  as  unfit  for  human  habitation  during  1967 
and  a  Local  Inquiry  was  held  in  January  of  1968a 

Following  objections  to  the  Official  Representation  in  respect  of 
properties  in  Seldon  Street  and  Harvey  Street,  a  Local  Inquiry  was  held  in 
October  and  confirmation  of  the  Order  was  received  during  December.. 


Three  gable  properties  which  were  in  a  state  of  advanced  dereliction 
were  the  subject  of  a  Demolition  Order  during  the  year0  The  houses  were 
demolished  in  default  by  the  Council  and  the  cost  recovered  from  the  owners « 
The  removal  of  these  isolated  properties  from  otherwise  sound  localities 
greatly  improved  the  appearance  of  the  neighbourhoods  concerned.

SUFFICIENCY  OF  SUPPLY  OF  HOUSES 


At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Rate  Book  showed  that  a  total  of 
400  houses  were  vacant.  These  were  in  the  main  the  older,  stone 
built  terraced  houses  which  are  the  type  of  houses  likely  to  remain 
empty,  especially  when  subjected  to  extensive  vandalism.  It  is  a 
situation  which  is  perhaps  unique  throughout  the  country. 

There  were  1,658  Council  owned  dwellings  at  year  end,  for  which 
there  were  568  active  applications,  over  one  quarter  of  the  applications 
being  for  old  folks’  bungalows.

FOOD  INSPECTION 

As  in  previous  years,  various  food  stuffs  containing  foreign  bodies 
were  brought  to  the  Department  by  members  of  the  public  for  examination 
by  the  Public  Analyst.  In  all  cases,  the  complainants  were  unwilling  to 
appear  as  witnesses  should  a  prosecution  have  been  taken.  This  meant 
that  sill  the  complaints  had  to  be  investigated  and  dealt  with  informally, 
with  very  little  positive  result. 

All  the  complaints  of  unsound  food  made  during  the  year  were  in 
respect  of  products  of  the  baking  industry.  The  most  common  complaint 
was  of  mould  formation  on  the  surface  of  wrapped  bread,  but  as  stated 
earlier,  legal  proceedings  could  not  be  instituted  because  of  the  reluctance 
of  the  complainant  to  act  as  a  witness. 


Routine  inspections  of  foodstuffs  showed  the  following  items  to  be 
unfit  for  human  consumption.  All  were  surrendered  voluntarily .
